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foreword 

In  presenting  you  with  this  annual, 
we  sincerely  hope  that  we  are 
giving  you  a record  of  your  fondest 
memories  of  the  year  1959  at  Mount 
Pleasant  High  School. 


Our  high  school  years  are  very  happy  years,  but  they  are  also  very 
important.  It  is  in  high  school  that  we  build  the  foundation  for  our 
future;  This  foundation  goes  through  a four -year  process  oi  develop- 
ment and  improvement.  We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  such  a modern, 
well -equipped  school  as  a plant  for  these  changes  to  take  place.  Our 
principal  keeps  this  factory  running  smoothly  and  efficiently  while  our 
teachers  are  always  ready  to  guide  and  teach  us.  But  we  must  bear  in 
mind  that  it  is  we,  ourselves,  and  not  our  instructors,  who  are  responsi- 
ble for  the  finished  product.  We  are  the  builders  who  must  decide  on 
the  quality  and  the  quantity  of  the  materials  we  shall  use.  Our  classes, 
sports  program,  and  organizations  are  the  sources  of  these  materials. 

As  you  turn  through  the  pages  of  this  book,  evaluate  the  laying  of 
YOUR  foundation. 
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Mt.  Pleasant  High  School  first  opened  its  doors  on  November  15,  1926.  It  consisted  of  sixteen  classrooms 
and  an  auditorium.  There  were  six  teachers  and  one  hundred  and  thirty -eight  pupils  were  enrolled.  The 
second  year  there  were  thirteen  teachers  and  four  hundred  and  sixty -three  students  enrolled. 

Since  that  time  Mt.  Pleasant  School  has  had  many  building  and  instructional  improvements. 

Home  Economics  became  a part  of  the  curriculum  in  1929  and  the  Vocational  Agriculture  Department  was 
organized  in  1933. 

During  the  years  1934-1935  ten  rooms  were  added  to  the  west  end  of  the  north  wing.  A wooden  building  to 
house  the  cafeteria  was  built  in  1942. 

In  the  school  year  1943-1944,  the  twelfth  grade  was  added. 

The  Bible  Department  was  added  in  1945  while  the  band  and  the  public  school  music  course  were  added  in 
1949. 


One  of  the  most  modem  vocational  buildings  in  the  South,  housing  the  Home  Economics,  Commercial,  and 
Agricultural  Departments  was  completed  in  1952.  These  buildings  in  addition  to  the  Moye  Memorial 
Cafeteria,  were  completed  at  a cost  of  approximately  $116,000.  The  modem  brick  cafeteria  now  serves 
approximately  1,  000  students  daily. 

In  December  of  1954,  our  school  was  accredited  by  The  Southern  Association  of  College  and  Secondary 
Schools. 

The  Guidance  Program,  which  was  an  outgrowth  of  the  Kellog  Project,  was  added  to  our  curriculum  in  1954. 

The  latest  additions  to  our  school,  which  are  a new  High  School  Department  including  twelve  classrooms,  a 
physical  educational  plant  with  showers,  lockers,  and  rest  rooms,  an  adequate  first -aid-room,  and  an  up-to- 
date  principal's  office,  were  completed  in  1957  at  a cost  of  $303,  000. 

The  present  enrollment  is  approximately  1,  300  students  with  43  teachers.
